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Letter from the Director 

The year ahead boasts a roster of exciting 
exhibitions, beginning with Zurbaran’s Jacob 
and His Twelve Sons: Paintings from Auck¬ 
land Castle. Co-organized with the Meadows 
Museum in Dallas and The Auckland Project, 
County Durham, England, the show presents, 
for the first time in the United States, a rare 
series of thirteen monumental figures painted in the 1640s by Francisco de Zurbaran, a 
master of Spain’s Golden Age. Opening in May, Canova’s George Washington will examine 
the history of Antonio Canova’s lost masterpiece, a full-length statue of Americas first 
president, drafting his farewell address to the states. In the fall, Luigi Valadier: Splendor in 
Eighteenth-Century Rome will showcase more than sixty objects by the renowned silver¬ 
smith, which celebrate his unsurpassed technical expertise and avant-garde aesthetic. 
Additional exhibitions are planned, and I encourage you to visit the galleries often in order 
to experience them, along with the many complementary lectures, talks, and seminars 
designed to augment your appreciation and enjoyment of the works on view. 

Each year, Apollo Magazine recognizes exceptional achievements in the art and 
museum world, and I am pleased to share that the Frick was cited in two categories. 
Pierre Gouthiere: Virtuoso Gilder at the French Court was named one of the top interna¬ 
tional exhibitions of the year, along with shows from Tate Modern, the Ashmolean, the 
Rijksmuseum, and the National Gallery, London. Notably, the Frick exhibition was the 
only decorative arts show singled out. In the category “Digital Innovation of the Year,” 
Pharos—a collaboration of the Frick Art Reference Library’s photoarchive and thirteen 
other preeminent photoarchives from around the globe—was recognized for making 
accessible the digital records of more than 25 million works of art. This groundbreaking 
initiative was spearheaded by the Frick in 2013, together with the Courtauld Institute of 
Art, the Getty Research Institute, and the Yale Center for British Art. 

As many of you know, Trustee Stephen A. Schwarzman offered to match the 
amount raised for the Annual Fund during the months of November and December. 
Mr. Schwarzman’s generosity inspired others to donate in an unprecedented way, and I am 
delighted to tell you that between November 1 and December 31, we raised an impressive 
$394>989—which he matched, dollar for dollar. These funds are vital to the continued suc¬ 
cess of our many programs, and we are grateful to our members and Mr. Schwarzman for 
their incredible show of support. In that same vein, this issue of the Members’ Magazine 
includes the list of donors from the past fiscal year, many of whom have supported the 
Frick for decades. None of the offerings of which we are so proud—exhibitions, lectures, 
symposia, and concerts, not to mention research and conservation projects—would be 
possible without your financial help. As we look forward to exciting initiatives in the com¬ 
ing year, I thank you wholeheartedly for your involvement and generosity.

Frits Thaulow’s Winter in Norway 

A Landscape Once Owned by Henry Clay Frick Returns 


D uring an interview in January 1901 
with the Norwegian newspaper 
Verdens Gang , the painter and engraver Frits 
Thaulow described the topography of his 
native Norway, the inspiration for many of 
his paintings: “Look at these old, red buildings 
with the white snow... In the summer the red 
color will be dull and the river will have no 
color. It is the white snow that gives the colors 
their value.” This distinctive palette of bold 
reds, whites, and blacks defines the icy land¬ 
scapes for which Thaulow is best remembered, 
including the museums most recent acquisi¬ 
tion, Winter in Norway (opposite page). 

Henry Clay Frick was a great admirer of 
Thaulow’s work. Although it is not known 
how the two men met, correspondence 
beginning in 1898 suggests that they became 
acquainted that year, if not earlier. Frick 
purchased Winter in Norway in February 
1899 from Isidore Montaignac, a Parisian 
dealer and collector who was also a close 
friend of the artist. The painting first hung at 
Eagle Rock, Frick’s estate in Prides Crossing, 
Massachusetts, and was later transferred to 
Clayton, the family’s Pittsburgh residence, 
where it was displayed in the parlor, as 
noted in a house inventory dated October 
1905. Helen Clay Frick inherited the picture, 
eventually giving it to Walter Cooley Jr., a 
financial administrator whose tenure with 
the Frick family lasted nearly sixty years and 
who also served as a trustee of the Helen 
Clay Frick Foundation. Winter in Norway

has now returned to the Frick, the recent gift 
of Carol Neumann, the daughter of Walter 
Cooley Jr. and his wife, Hulda. 

The oil on canvas shows a pale sun pass¬ 
ing over stout red brick structures, casting 
pinkish reflections across the frozen ground. 
Slightly to the right of the painting’s center, 
a trio of figures pauses along a muddy, well- 
trodden path. The small party includes two 
bundled human forms, one of whom has 
presumably stopped to converse with the 
seated figure, who drives a sleigh pulled by 
a horse. Behind them, a plume of gray-black 
smoke reaches skyward from a distant chim¬ 
ney. White pigment deftly mixed with reds, 
blues, and blacks suggests the accumulated 
snow and bleak sky. 

Thaulow was born in Oslo in 1847, and 
his extended family included the celebrated 
artists Edvard Munch, a cousin, and Paul 
Gauguin, his brother-in-law. Although he 
considered becoming a pharmacist like his 
father, his artistic proclivities prevailed, and 
in 1870 he enrolled at the Academy of Fine 
Arts in Copenhagen. There he spent three 
years specializing in marine painting. He 
continued his training under the Danish 
marine specialist C. F. Sorensen, before mov¬ 
ing to Paris, where he lived for much of 
1875-79. Thaulow’s time in Paris profoundly 
impacted his artistic evolution, exposing 
him to French Realism and to plein-air 
painters including the Swedish artist Carl 
Skanberg, a fellow Paris resident. Skanberg’s 
novel treatment of light and color inspired 
Thaulow’s work, which by then encompassed 
a variety of landscape subjects. 

The sensitively modulated composition 
of Winter in Norway was likely influenced 


by the work of Thaulow’s friend Claude 
Monet. Although Thaulow’s approach did 
not wholly follow that of the Impressionists, 
instead employing a more restrained palette 
and thinner paint application, he shared 
their interest in the transient effects of light, 
atmosphere, and color. In 1895, he invited 
Monet to visit him in Norway, where the 
two artists painted winter scenes. Winter in 
Norway likely dates to that year. It was also in 
1895 that Frick purchased his first paintings 
by Thaulow ( Norwegian Village) and Monet 
(Argenteuil ), both from the dealer L. Crist 
Delmonico. Thaulow’s picture remains in the 
collection of The Frick Pittsburgh; the Monet 
canvas was later returned to the dealer by 
Frick for unknown reasons. 

The time Thaulow spent in his native land 
deepened his appreciation for the Norwegian 
countryside, which he portrayed in a man¬ 
ner derived from his study of French Realist 
and Impressionist painting. He turned his 
talents to rendering winter scenes, a subject 
that would become one of the hallmarks of 
his oeuvre. He soon was acknowledged as 
one of Norway’s leading landscape artists 
and received numerous awards including 
prizes in Berlin (1886), Munich (1890), and 
Vienna (1894). In recognition of his achieve¬ 
ments, he was elected to the international 
fine arts jury of the Exposition Universelle in 
Paris, in 1889. The Exposition included sev¬ 
eral of Thaulow’s lauded winter scenes, one 
of which, Hiver en Norvege , was purchased 
by the French government and is today in 
the collection of the Musee d’Orsay. In 1900, 
he received the Exposition’s grand prize. 

The peripatetic Thaulow returned to 
France in 1892, but made frequent sojourns

to Spain, Italy, Belgium, the Netherlands, and 
Norway. His reputation now reached across 
the ocean to America, where, by the late 1890s, 
his pictures were part of the prominent collec¬ 
tions of John G. Johnson and P. A. B. Widener. 
In March 1897, the New York Times singled out 
six of his paintings, then on display as part of 
a group exhibition at Julius Oehme’s gallery 
in New York. The critic praised Thaulow’s 
pictures asserting, “Mr. Thaulow wields an 
unusually clever brush, and his work is charac¬ 
terized by excellent composition, good color, 
and much sentiment.” 

Thaulow served as a juror for Pittsburgh’s 
Carnegie International in 1898, having 


received a second-class medal for his sub¬ 
mission the previous year. By this time, Frick 
owned several of his paintings and pastels. 
Frick would purchase at least ten pictures 
by Thaulow, returning some as his tastes 
turned toward Old Masters. Frick also gave 
two works by Thaulow to business associ¬ 
ates Charles Schwab and Charles S. Phillips 
and presented a third, The Smoky City, to 
President Theodore Roosevelt. (It remains in 
the collection of the Sagamore Hill National 
Historic Site in Oyster Bay, New York.) 
Thaulow became a personal friend of Frick, 
and Helen Frick fondly recalled in her mem¬ 
oirs a dinner at the artist’s home in Paris. 


Similarly, Frick recounted hosting a “delight¬ 
ful dinner party” in a letter to the art dealer 
Roland Knoedler, dated October 19, 1898, 
in which Frick observed that Thaulow had 
“enjoyed himself thoroughly.” 

Winter in Norway is a charming example 
of Thaulow’s oeuvre and represents an impor¬ 
tant stage in Frick’s early collecting career. 
The scene is installed in the museum’s North 
Hall near Monet’s Vetheuil in Winter (inside 
back cover). These snowy landscapes form 
an intriguing dialogue, reminiscent perhaps 
of the artists’ conversations in Norway dur¬ 
ing the winter of 1895.— Margaret Iacono,

Zurbarans Jacob and His Twelve Sons 

Paintings from Auckland Castle 


January 31 through April 22, 2018 

F rancisco de Zurbaran helped to define 
Seville’s Golden Age, a period of eco¬ 
nomic expansion and cultural resurgence 
in the late sixteenth and early seventeenth 
centuries, when the Andalusian seaport 
monopolized trade with the New World. 
Throughout the late 1620s and 1630s, the art¬ 
ist and his workshop produced monumental 
multi-figure paintings as well as numerous 
series of single-figure works representing 
the saints, the Apostles, and various other 
subjects for ecclesiastical institutions and 
palaces throughout Spain and the Spanish 
colonies. With a decline in Seville’s economy 
in the 1640s and the plague of 1649, he 
turned increasingly to the Latin American 
market, supplying paintings on commission 
to churches, monasteries, and wealthy indi¬ 
viduals, while also selling workshop pieces on 
the open market in Buenos Aires and Lima. 

Between 1640 and 1645, Zurbaran and 
his assistants produced the remarkable series 
Jacob and His Twelve Sons, on view at The 
Frick Collection through the spring of 2018. 
Co-organized with the Meadows Museum 
in Dallas and Auckland Castle, County 
Durham, England, the exhibition was first 
presented in Dallas last fall. Twelve of the 
paintings are lent by Auckland Castle. A 
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Jacques de Gheyn II (1565-1629) after Karel van

thirteenth canvas comes from Grimsthorpe 
Castle in Bourne, Lincolnshire. Zurbarans 
work is well represented in public collections 
across the United States, but Jacob and His 
Twelve Sons is the first complete set by the 
Spanish master to be seen here, and the exhi¬ 
bition marks the first time that the Auckland 
paintings have traveled to the United States. 

In preparation for the showing in Dallas, 
Jacob and His Twelve Sons underwent 
a yearlong technical study led by Claire 
Barry, head of the conservation department 
at the Kimbell Art Museum, Fort Worth. 
The examination and the exhibition were 
prompted by the two-year renovation of 
Auckland Castle, the palatial residence for 
more than nine centuries of the powerful 
prince-bishops of Durham. Later this year, 
the former bishop’s residence will re-open 
under the auspices of The Auckland Project, 
formed to spur economic revitalization of 
the region. The Jacob series will return to its 
traditional place in the castle’s Long Dining 
Room, where it has been displayed since 
1756, the tutelary spirit of the project of 
regeneration. 

As a theme, Jacob and His Twelve Sons 
had a place in the visual culture of Latin 
America, and two additional sets related 
to the Auckland/Grimsthorpe paintings 
can be found today in Peru and Mexico. 
Representations of Jacob and his sons also 
appeared in the form of ephemeral effigies 
carried in religious and civic processions, 
along with other biblical figures. Given the 
presence of this subject in painting and 
other media in the Spanish colonies and 
its absence in Zurbarans Sevillian work, 
it is generally believed that the Auckland/ 


Grimsthorpe set was intended for export 
to the New World. The high quality of the 
set suggests that it was painted on commis¬ 
sion, rather than for the open market. Yet no 
documents have emerged that shed light on 
the patron or the original destination of the 
thirteen canvases. Their location for nearly a 
century before appearing in London in the 
1720s—the first works by Zurbaran to enter 
the British Isles—remains a mystery, adding 
to the interest and intrigue that surround 
the group. 

The subject of the series comes from the 
Old Testament. Jacob, the son of Isaac and 
the grandson of Abraham, fathered twelve 
sons with his two wives, Leah and Rachel, 
and two concubines, Bilhah and Zilpah. The 
sons are considered to be the progenitors of 
the Twelve Tribes of Israel and the forefathers 
of the Jewish people. In Christianity, Jacob is 
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seen as a prefiguration of Christ, and his sons 
as antecedents of the twelve apostles. 

Zurbarans primary biblical source for the 
paintings was the “The Blessings of Jacob,” a 
prophetic poem in Chapter 49 of Genesis. 
In developing the iconography of the series, 
Zurbaran also drew from visual sources. A 
posthumous inventory of his studio revealed 
some seventy sixteenth-century northern 
European prints that he mined for poses 
and gestures for this series and other works, 
as well as costume elements and attributes. 
For the Auckland/Grimsthorpe paintings, 
Zurbaran turned largely to engravings 
depicting the twelve sons of Jacob, which 
were executed in 1589 by Jacques de Gheyn II 
after designs by Karel van Mander I. The 
expressive and highly distinctive faces of 
each son, however, suggest they were painted 
from life. 

On canvases measuring nearly seven feet 
in height, full-length figures wearing sump¬ 
tuous, exotic costumes tower over varied 
landscapes. Each son is rendered with a 
strong sense of individuality, while forming 
part of a cohesive, choreographed group, as 
if participants in a procession. The works are 
unsigned, indicating that they were carried 
out with the help of assistants. However, 
the recent conservation study has revealed

evidence of techniques specific to Zurbaran, 
confirming his high level of involvement. 

On his deathbed, Jacob (see back cover) 
assembled his sons to foretell what was to 
become of them and their tribes. Judah was 
an ancestor of kings David and Solomon, 
and, in the Christian tradition, of Jesus. 
To him Jacob said, “Judah, your brothers 
shall praise you; your hand shall be on the 
neck of your enemies; your father’s sons 
shall bow down before you. Judah is a lion’s 
whelp...The scepter shall not depart from 
Judah, nor the ruler’s staff from between his 



feet.” Underlining his status, Zurbaran pre¬ 
sented Judah frontally, as the most regal and 
imposing of all the sons in the series (page 5). 
He is clothed opulently with a crown, scep¬ 
ter, fur stole, and crouching lion, attributes 
that Zurbaran appropriated from de Gheyn’s 
print of Judah (page 4). 

Joseph (opposite page and cover), a 
favorite son of Jacob, was sold into slavery 
by his jealous brothers and taken to Egypt, 
where he rose to a high station. Referring 
to Joseph, Jacob declared, “The blessings of 
your father are stronger than the blessings 
of the eternal mountains, the bounties of the 
everlasting hills; may they be on the head of 
Joseph, on the brow of him who was set apart 
from his brothers.” Joseph’s luxurious robes 
and turban, as well as the rod and docu¬ 
ment he holds, denote his status as a vizier 
in the court of the Egyptian pharaoh. In 
devising his image, Zurbaran combined cos¬ 
tume elements from de Gheyn’s Joseph with 
the composition of Saint Judas Thaddeus 
(left) from the Apostle series created in the 
mid-fifteenth century by Martin Schongauer, 
another set of engravings found among his 
possessions. 

In contrast to Joseph’s stately posture and 
rich attire, Benjamin, the youngest son, is 
depicted in country dress in an active twist¬ 
ing pose, seen from the back (page 9). The 
wolf, which he holds by a chain, derives from 
his blessing; “Benjamin is a ravenous wolf, 
in the morning devouring the prey, and at 
evening dividing the spoil,” a reference to his 
tribe’s reputation for fierceness in battle. 

Some brothers received less favor¬ 
able prophecies. Describing his eldest son, 
Reuben, as “unstable as water,” Jacob stated, 


“You shall no longer excel because you went 
up onto your father’s bed; then you defiled 
it,” a reference to Reuben sleeping with 
Jacob’s concubine, Bilhah, as told in an ear¬ 
lier chapter in Genesis. In keeping with his 
status as firstborn, Reuben (page 8, left) 
wears an elaborate costume and leans against 
a column, signifying his strength and forti¬ 
tude. His downcast, shaded eyes and inward 
expression, however, reflect Jacob’s predic¬ 
tion that Reuben would not thrive. Asher, 
a prosperous farmer, is shown in profile 
(page 8, right), his overflowing basket of 
bread a prefiguration of the Eucharist. This 
magnificent still life showcases Zurbararfs 
proficiency in the genre. 

As told in passages in other Old 
Testament books, all but one son was allot¬ 
ted territory. Judah and Benjamin occupied 
the smaller southern region of Israel around 
Jerusalem, with the other tribes settling in 
the north. In the eighth century BCE, the 
Assyrian king Shalmaneser invaded the 
northern kingdom and drove out its inhabit¬ 
ants. The fate of the ten northern tribes after 
the Assyrian invasion was a hotly contested 
issue during Zurbararfs time, providing a 
contemporary context for the series. Some 
religious scholars maintained that the exiled 
Israelites settled in various Mesopotamian 
cities and gradually assimilated into Assyrian 
life. Others, pointing to one of the books of 
the Apocrypha (texts of unknown origin, 
which, in the Catholic tradition, are included 
in the Old Testament), asserted that the 
tribes remained intact somewhere in the far 
reaches of the globe. As stated in 2 Esdras 
in the Apocrypha, the tribes fled “to a more 
distant region, where no human beings had 
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ever lived,” giving rise to the notion of the 
Ten Lost Tribes. 

Sixteenth- and seventeenth-century Span¬ 
ish missionaries and chroniclers claimed that 
the indigenous population of South America 
was descended from the Lost Tribes, basing 
their argument on perceived similarities in 
appearance, religious customs, and language 
between the Jews and the native peoples. 
This alleged connection provided a means 
of explaining the existence of the inhabitants 
of the New World within the biblical narra¬ 
tive of the origin of mankind. It served as 
well to justify the forced conversion of the 
native population to Catholicism by tracing 
their ancestry back to ancient Israel, ignor¬ 
ing their own history. Images of the sons of 
Jacob, displayed in Latin American churches 
and monasteries, would have brought to life 
these supposed biblical ancestors. 

The absence of a documented com¬ 
mission for Jacob and His Twelve Sons or 
any knowledge of its original setting leaves 
many issues open to speculation. In the 
mid-twentieth century, a leading scholar 
proposed the colorful theory that the paint¬ 
ings had been en route to South America 
when they were seized by pirates and taken 
to England as booty. It is now generally

believed that the set did not leave Spain until 
it was imported to London in the early eigh¬ 
teenth century. There it was sold at auction 
in 1727-28 to James Mendez, a Portuguese 
Jewish merchant and collector. On his death, 
in 1756, twelve of the paintings were pur¬ 
chased by Durham’s prince-bishop, Richard 
Trevor. The thirteenth canvas, Benjamin, fell 
to another bidder and subsequently passed 
into the Willoughby de Eresby family of 
Grimsthorpe Castle, still its home today. 

A promoter of religious tolerance and 
an advocate for the rights of both Jews 



and Catholics, Bishop Trevor most likely 
acquired the series for its subject matter. The 
passage of the Jewish Naturalization Bill in 
1753, which extended the rights of Jews, was 
carried out with his strong support. Within 
a year, however, the bill was repealed in 
the wake of virulent anti-Semitism. Trevor 
bought the series soon afterwards and com¬ 
missioned a copy of Benjamin to complete 
the set, installing the paintings in the Long 
Dining Room of Auckland Castle. In that 
setting, the powerful bishop welcomed 
Britain’s most influential figures with the 
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Twelve Tribes surrounding him, convey¬ 
ing a message of acceptance and inclusion 
that remains vibrant today.— Susan Grace

Malvina Cornell Hoffman’s Helen Clay Frick 


W hen a plaster bust of Helen Clay 
Frick arrived for study purposes at 
the museum in 2016, it was accompanied by 
a cryptic handwritten tag reading, “Carved 
in marble for Mr. Frick—destroyed by H. F. 
after her father’s d[eath].” The handwriting 
is likely that of the bust’s maker, Malvina 
Cornell Hoffman, a renowned American 
sculptor and close acquaintance of the Frick 
family, whom Henry Clay Frick had com¬ 
missioned to create a marble portrait of his 
daughter Helen (below), who was thirty-one 
years old at the time. The perplexing tag 
provides the only known account of the 
marble’s destruction. The plaster (opposite 
page), created in 1919 and painted to look 
like terracotta, was given to the museum by 
Derek Ostergard and his wife, Lillian, who 
is Hoffman’s niece. A particularly personal 
addition to the permanent collection, it rep¬ 
resents an intriguing episode in Frick family 
history and provides a welcome opportunity 
to recall the career of a fascinating artist. 

Malvina Cornell Hoffman was a New 
York City native who began her artistic 
training at the Art Students League and went 
on to be mentored by the painter John White 
Alexander and sculptors Gutzon Borglum— 
best remembered as the creator of the Mount 
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Malvina Cornell Hoffman (1887-1966), photograph of 
Helen Clay Frick (1888-1984), Malvina Hoffman Estate, 
Getty Research Institute, Los Angeles

Rushmore National Memorial in South 
Dakota—Herbert Adams, and George Gray 
Barnard. Following the death of her father, 
in 1910, Malvina and her mother moved 
to Italy, then later to Paris. There she met 
Auguste Rodin and eventually persuaded 
him to accept her as a student. At Rodin’s 
behest, she returned to Manhattan and spent 
a year dissecting cadavers at the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons. This grisly experi¬ 
ence would have a profound influence on her 
future anatomical depictions. 

As a result of her training with such 
illustrious artists, together with an abun¬ 
dance of innate talent, Hoffman became 
a celebrated sculptor. Her oeuvre would 
eventually include bronze figures both small 
and large, such as her popular depictions of 
the dancer Anna Pavlova (the Frick owns 
a small version) and public monuments 
including the Races of Mankind, made for 
Chicago’s Field Museum of Natural History. 
This series, executed 1930-33, comprised 
105 figures, busts, and heads, representing 
numerous world cultures. In preparation 
for this ambitious commission, Hoffman 
traveled the globe, often living in difficult 
conditions. While the series sparked criti¬ 
cism from anthropologists who found her 
renderings devoid of context, others praised 
her sensitive portrayal of individuals. 

Hoffman and Helen Clay Frick were 
close contemporaries whose social circles 
intersected, and the two women developed a 
friendship, likely fostered by their common 
interest in art. Both women were also fervent 
supporters of the Red Cross and actively 
engaged in relief efforts during World War I. 
Although it is not certain when they met, 


correspondence confirms that they were 
acquainted by 1919, if not sooner. 

Hoffman’s work is perhaps already famil¬ 
iar to Frick patrons, as her marble bust 
of Henry Clay Frick greets visitors in the 
museum’s Entrance Hall (page 13). Although 
the bust was made posthumously, plans for 
its creation were germinating even as Mr. 
Frick and Hoffman discussed Helen’s por¬ 
trait, according to Hoffman’s 1965 memoir 
Yesterday Is Tomorrow. “All the time I was 
scrutinizing his face—he was so sympathetic 
and unhurried, I felt it inevitable that I would 
one day do his portrait.” Hoffman’s premoni¬ 
tions proved correct. Shortly after Mr. Frick’s 
death, on December 2,1919, the family asked 
Hoffman to create a death mask; she used 
the somber cast as an aid in preparing a 
series of marble busts representing the great 
collector “in slightly varying moods,” as she 
describes the portraits in her memoir. The 
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version in the Entrance Hall was completed 
in 1922. Another marble dating from the 
same year is on view at Clayton, the Frick 
family home in Pittsburgh. (It was likely first 
installed at Eagle Rock, the family’s summer 
residence in Prides Crossing, Massachusetts, 
where it remained until the demolition of 
the house, in 1969.) A third marble, made in 
1922 or early 1923, is displayed in the lobby of 
the Frick Building in downtown Pittsburgh, 
where it has likely been since its creation. A 
bronze version, signed by Hoffman and dated 
1920, is installed in the McKinley Memorial 
Library in Niles, Ohio, to which Mr. Frick 
made a substantial financial contribution. As 
with the bust of Helen Clay Frick, Hoffman 
had made a plaster model in preparation for 
this bronze. (In 1951 she donated it to the 
New-York Historical Society as part of an 
ensemble of twenty-four plasters she had 
created of distinguished New Yorkers.) 

In addition to these busts, Helen com¬ 
missioned Hoffman in 1962 to create a bas- 
relief stone portrait of Mr. Frick to adorn the 
Henry Clay Frick Fine Arts Building, which 
she erected as a gift to the city and a memo¬ 
rial to her father. The building, located on the 
campus of the University of Pittsburgh, was 
completed in 1965. A plaster roundel, made 
in preparation for the final stone medallion, 
is part of the Frick’s holdings.

Helen’s continued patronage of and cor¬ 
respondence with Hoffman makes the alle¬ 
gation that she destroyed her own portrait 
all the more puzzling. Helen was, in fact, so 
admiring of Hoffman’s artistic sensibility that 
she proposed the sculptor as a trustee for The 
Frick Collection in 1920. (Her suggestion was 
never acted upon, as a subsequent decision 
by the Board limited the number of trustees.) 
Hoffman’s own recollections, too, suggest a 
pleasant relationship with the Frick family. 
In her memoir, Hoffman shares details of the 
genesis of the marble bust of Helen: 


“Henry Frick . . . commissioned me to 
do a portrait of his daughter Helen. ‘Come 
and look at the Houdons in my collection; it 
might be suitable to do my daughter in the 
eighteenth century French manner!’ Rather 
abashed, although I had copied Houdons in 
Paris, I looked at his Houdons. Like that sculp¬ 
tor’s other work, they had a very definite style, 
a particular approach to the subject’s eyes (very 
alive), and a delicate grace of drapery and 
detailed treatment of the hair. I did my best to 
carry it out as he intended, and he appeared 
pleased with the final result in marble.” 
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Although Hoffmans marble rendering of 
Helen Clay Frick no longer exists, the plaster 
version attests to the sculptor’s remarkable 
talent. The figure’s head, gently turned to the 
left, replicates classically modeled features, 
creating a calm mien. Hoffman’s skill in 
describing texture is apparent in her treat¬ 
ment of Helen’s hair and diaphanous gown, 
while the artist’s delicate treatment of her 
pale eyes—with irises deftly hollowed out— 
animates the face. 

Houdon had employed this same carv¬ 
ing technique when depicting his sitters’ 
eyes, as, for example, in his superlative 
Comtesse du Cayla, dated 1777 (opposite 
page). That bust, acquired by Mr. Frick 
in 1916, must have served as inspiration. 
As with Houdon’s Comtesse, Helen’s hair 
is swept up to expose her graceful neck 
and daringly exposed shoulder. While the 
countess’s hairdo is much more elaborate in 
accordance with eighteenth-century fash¬ 
ions, Helen’s hair is loosely twisted into a chi¬ 
gnon, a sophisticated and timeless style also 
seen in Houdon’s Diana. Houdon depicted 
the countess in the guise of a bacchante, as 
suggested by her sleeveless garment, secured 


at the shoulder with a clasp in the Greek 
manner, and the grape-leaf garland. Helen 
wears a similar costume—also gathered at 
the shoulder and adorned with a rose and 
other foliage—which slips alluringly off 
her right shoulder. Perhaps these sensual 
details, added by Hoffman likely in homage 
to Houdon, seemed to the modest Helen too 
provocative for her own portrait and caused 
her to eventually destroy the final marble. As 
no further evidence has surfaced to suggest 
any motivation for the bust’s destruction, 
this seems a reasonable assumption. 

Distinct elements of the plaster are evi¬ 
dent in a series of photographic portraits of 
Helen made by Hoffman in preparation for 
the sculpture, revealing her early interest 
in emphasizing Helen’s neck and exposed 
shoulder (page 10). Hoffman’s decision to 
create a preliminary plaster version of her 
sitter also emulates Houdon. The eighteenth- 
century sculptor first modeled his subjects in 
pliable clay. Using the fired clay as a model, 
Houdon then produced a more durable 
plaster cast. No terracotta version of the 
Hoffman bust is known, and one wonders if 
Hoffman tinted the plaster as an homage to 
Houdon’s artistic practices. 

The founder of the Frick Art Reference 
Library, Helen Clay Frick was a serious art 
historian who maintained a lifelong inter¬ 
est in Houdon. Her writings on the artist 
include two published articles (“Houdon 
and Rembrandt Peale,” in The Magazine 
Antiques, July 1934, and “Madame Jean 
Antoine Houdon,” in Art Bulletin, Septem¬ 
ber 1947), an unpublished manuscript, The 
Life of Jean Antoine Houdon, and an unfin¬ 
ished catalogue raisonne of his works. Her 


sizeable holdings of material on the sculptor, 
comprising copies of the Houdon family 
archives, correspondence with experts, and 
a plethora of research on his oeuvre, are all 
contained in the archives of the Frick Art 
Reference Library. A seminal member of 
the museum’s acquisitions committee, Helen 
also spearheaded the institution’s purchase 
of two important sculptures by Houdon, 
the marble bust Armand-Thomas Hue, 
Marquis de Miromesnil (1777) and Diana 
the Huntress (1776-95), added in 1937 and 
1939, respectively. 

Despite research, questions remain: did 
Helen Clay Frick destroy the marble portrait 
and, if so, when did she do it? Her motiva¬ 
tion remains elusive, but information in the 
Frick archives helps to estimate the timing 
of the sculpture’s ruin. A 1956 inventory 
records a number of items sent to Pittsburgh 
from the Frick’s estate in Pride’s Crossing, 
including “1 box Miss Frick’s Bust.” Although 
the description is vague, it likely means that 
the sculpture was still extant, since Hoffman 
retained the plaster model and no other 
bust of Helen is known. The marble must 
have been destroyed before 1966, the year of 
Hoffman’s death, if she was in fact the author 
of the aforementioned tag. 

Although the marble bust no longer 
exists, Hoffman’s plaster model of Helen 
Clay Frick was recently treated in the muse¬ 
um’s conservation studio and will soon 
be installed in the Reading Room of the 
Frick Art Reference Library. There it will 
serve as a fitting memorial to the library’s 
founder, invoking the spirit of her pioneer¬ 
ing research on Houdon.— Margaret Iacono,
